Dealers Code tampering with 
speedometers of new cars is for- 
bidden. This clause has been in- 
terpreted as having no binding 
effect on used cars. Its purpose 
was to prevent dealers from re- 
adjusting or disconnecting the) 
speedometers of cars that Mims 
been driven from the factory or) 
used for demonstration or of- 
ficial operation so that the buyer | 
who purchases the car in good 
faith and in the belief that it had 
not previously operated will be | 
protected. 


Another clause in the code 
practically limits the mileage 
which can be shown of the speed- | 
ometer to the actual eee | 
distance from the plant. If the 
car is used as a demonstrator it | 
must be registered as such when | 
put on sale and no car can be sold | 
as a demonstrator unless it has | 
been in service as such for not | 
less than sixty days and have a} 
mileage recorded of not less than | 
3,500 miles. 

These two clauses raise a ques- 
tion worthy of careful considera- 
tion by all dealers. There is no 
rule in the code that prohibits a 
dealer from continuing to drive 
ears from the factory to his show- 
room. There is nothing that pro- 
hibits him from trucking cars 
over the highways or by using | 
regular freight. It is likely to be | 
a sales drawback, however, if | 
the cars of one dealer show a 
driveaway mileage while the cars | 
of his neighbor have the speed- | 
ometers set at zero. 


With these ideas in view the 
dealer should study carefully the 
advantages offered by various 
means of transportation from the 
factory to his show room, as} 


under the code he will be allowed | ands 


to charge only the average cost | 
of transportation during the) 
sixty-day period preceding the 
sale of his cars. If his transpor- 
tation costs are excessive as com- 
pared with the costs of his com- 
petitor the public may turn to 
the competitor to make its pur- 
chases.

Above Level of Last Year 


Chicago, Nov. 21.— Although 
the monthly employment figures 
for Illinois during October showed 
the first decline this year since 
March, the levels still were con- 
siderably above October, 1932, 
with the manufacturing indus- 
tries turning in a percentage of 
gain well above the average, ac- 
cording to a report just released 
by the Department of Labor’s 
statistics division. 


The gain in number of work- 
ers over October of last year 
amounted to 20.1 per cent, pay- 
rolls registering a 22.8 per cent 
increase. In the manufacturing 
industries employment was up 
26.7 per cent and payrolls 34 per 
cent ahead of a year ago. 


The survey is based upon re- 
ports from 1,774 manufacturing 
and non-manufacturing establish- 
ments employing 350,068 wage 
earners. Man-hours worked in 
October were .2 per cent above 
September. The number of work- 
ers employed declined .3 per 
cent, three times as great as the 
average for a 10-year period 
would indicate it should be.

Washington, Nov. 21.—Qualified 
authorities here today estimated 
the postponement of the public 
hearing on price control in the 
petroleum industry yesterday as a

Custom Body Builders 


Want Forty-Hour Week 

Springfield, Mass., Nov. 21.—A 
request that the code for the 
automobile industry be modified 
to allow builders of custom bod- 
ies an average 40-hour working 
week has been telegraphed to the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, administrative au- 
thority, by Henry S. Keyes, presi- 
dent-treasurer of Rolls-Royce of 
America, Inc., of this city. 

Mr. Keyes said he had the con- 
currence of four or five other 
builders of custom bodies. 

The present code, effective un- 
til Dec. 31, require an average 
of 35 hours, but allows 48 hours 
a week for the peak production 
period. 

The Rolls-Royce Co., Mr. Keyes 
said, has operated 40 hours a 
week since Sept. 5 and in order 
to meet the 35-hour average by 
Dec. 31 would be forced next 
month to cut hours as low as 25 
or 30 a week. 


New York License Plates 

Will Be Issued Dec. 18 

New York, Nov. 21.—Charles A. 
Harnett, motor vehicle commis- 
sioner, has set Dec. 11 as the date 
for the distribution of application 
blanks for 1934 passenger and 
commercial vehicles. Issuance of 
the new plates will commence 
Dec. 18, but the plates may not 
be used before Jan. 1 and need 
not be displayed before Feb. 1.

Recess Ordered 
For Hearing on 


Truckers’ Code 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN 


Washington, Nov. 21.—The far- 
flung trucking industry offers one 
of the most complex and baffling 
problems to the National Recov- 
ery Administration after the pub- 
lic hearing on its proposed code 
of fair competition just as it did 
before. Today, with the hearing 
of last week still a vivid memory 
of one of the wildest melees of 
proposals and counter-proposals 
in recovery history, some of the 


| NRA’s best minds are grappling 
| with a dozen aspects of the in- 
| dustry’s problems whose exist- 


ence previously was unsuspected. 
Assistant Deputy Administrator 


| Hughes, succeeding Malcolm Muir 


in the chair for the final session, 
summed up the situation quite 
tersely in declaring an indefinite 
recess. After thanking all those 
present for their co-operation, 
Mr. Hughes added that all 
“would agree plenty of co-opera- 
tion is necessary to assure com- 
pletion of the code.” 

Only one of the eight articles 
of the proposed code escaped at- 
tack. That was the first para- 
graph—common to all codes— 
setting forth the broad purpose. 
So emphatic and vigorous were 
the proposals to amend that, at 
the opening of the second day’s 
hearing, the chair asked wit- 
nesses to avoid further criticism 
of provisions unless they were 
constructive. 

Although one of the primary 
purposes of the NRA is to corral 
the entire industry within a 
single code, exemptions from its 
jurisdiction proposed at the pub- 
lic hearing would take approxi- 
mately one-half of the registered 
trucks from its domain at one 
time. 

The very first witness after the 
code formally had been presented 
asked exclusion of the 800,000 
trucks owned and operated by 
the nation’s farmers. There fol- 
lowed similar requests on behalf 
of those operating vehicles for 
the transportation of foods and 
foodstuffs, milk and other dairy 
products, tobacco, coal, furniture 
and furnishings, materials used 
in construction of all types, and 
merchandise sold at retail. 

How these will be treated by 
the NRA is a matter of conjec- 
ture. Its attitude has been one 
that the industry must be united 
under the code, a circumstance 
that explains the months of delay 
attendant upon organization of 
the industry and the presentation 
of its proposed trade charter. 

It was agreed before the hear- 
ing was recessed that a special 
committee of the American 
Trucking Assns., Inc., shall re- 
main in Washington to continue 
negotiations with the NRA until 
a code for the industry finally is 
completed and approved.
